The 
merits  of  this  Peach  can.  be  readily  realized 
by  every  fruit  grower.  The  peach  stands 
apparently  without  a  weakness. 

The  GOLDEN  JUBILEE  peach  is  a  sec¬ 
ond  generation  seedling  of  the  Elberta 
crossed  with  the  Greensboro.  The  tree  is 
very  hardy:  the  foliage  more  resistant  to 
disease  than  the  average.  The  blossoms 
open  after  Elberta  and  are  very  hardy.  The 
peach  is  a  yellow  skin  and  yellow  fleshed 
peach  lieing  highly  and  attractively  colored  ; 
it  is  a  perfect  free  stone.  Has  a  self  fertile 
blossom;  is  a  prolific  bearer,  ripening  from 
3  to  5  days  before  Carman  or  about  3  weeks 
before  Elberta.  It  will  carry  well  to  mar¬ 
ket  and  compare  favorable  with  Elberta  on 
any  market  regardless  of  season.
